

Glass manufacturer to invest £24.5m in Harlow factory 
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A WORLD leading glass manufacturer 
is to plough more than £24.5m in its 
Harlow factory as it switches its focus 
to the lucrative bottled beer market. 

American-owned O-I told its work¬ 
force and employee representatives on 
Monday that it plans to build a new 
furnace, replace two others and install 
“cutting edge” equipment at the 
Edinburgh Way plant. 

But warned that up to 47 employees 
would be affected by the changes and 
talks with representatives of the GMB 
and Unite unions are under way. 

An O-I spokesman told the Star that 
the existing furnaces are “reaching 
their end of life”. 

He added: “In addition, O-I intends to 
install cutting edge equipment as part 
of the planned investment. 

“O-I is in consultation with employee 
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representatives and will collaborate 
closely to minimize the impact on 
employees, including job relocation to 
other O-I facilities and outplacement 
service support. 

“Moving forward, the plant will con¬ 
tinue to employ around 120 employ¬ 
ees.” 

O-I is a leading glass container man¬ 
ufacturers, operating 77 plants in more 
than 20 countries producing glass 
packaging for beer, wine, spirits, food, 
cosmetics, non-alcoholic drinks and 
pharmaceuticals as well as tableware 
and stemware for household use. 

The Harlow factory was formerly run 
by United Glass. 

Suzy Stride, Labour’s parliamentary 


candidate for Harlow who is working 
with the unions to ensure any redun¬ 
dancies are on a voluntary basis, said: 
“I welcome this investment which 
secures the future of the O-I plant in 
Harlow. 

“I also urge O-I to do everything in 
their power to avoid compulsory 
redundancies and I will be doing all I 
can to work with Unite and GMB to 
alleviate the impact on those at risk of 
redundancy. 

“It is important that OI works closely 
with the unions to ensure that as many 
as possible of these redundancies are 
voluntary and not compulsory.” 

Harlow MP Conservative Robert 
Halfon, who recently visited the plant, 
said he was concerned about possible 
redundancies but welcomed the 
investment. 


He said: “This investment is part of a 
€60m investment in the UK which 
means they are here to stay in Harlow. 

“O-I is a great company in Harlow 
and though it is worrying that there 
may be redundancies they have told 
me they will be offering voluntary 
redundancies early as well as jobseek¬ 
ers training which is good news. 

“They are trying to work with the 
trade unions to get a proper package 
which is encouraging.” 

Ian Hudson, general manager of the 
Harlow District Chamber of Commerce 
also welcomed the annoucement. 

He said: “Anything that can provide 
on-going development for Harlow and 
its residents is a good thing and we are 
fully supportive of the investment. 
Such a large investment is really posi¬ 
tive news for the town.”

Man in court 
on Mercedes 
theft charge 

A MAN accused of a string 
of offences including a 
burglary in Harlow in which 
£35,000 worth of items 
including a Mercedes car 
were taken faces a trial at 
Chelmsford Crown Court. 

Bradley Wernham, 23, of 
no fixed address, is accused 
of entering a property in 
Westbury Rise, on April 12 
and stealing laptops, 
wallets, car keys and the 
Mercedes. 

He is then alleged to have 
used the car on the same 
date at Stocking Pelham, in 
Hertfordshire, without a 
licence and insurance. 

Wernham is also accused 
of a burglary at Buntingford, 
where he is alleged to have 
entered a garden shed in 
Fayland Cottages on April 23 
with intent to steal. 

Wernham was remanded 
in custody by Chelmsford 
Magistrates Court to appear 
on July 7. 

Crash driver fell 
asleep at wheel 
after taking drug 

A HARLOW man who 
crashed his parents’ car into 
four vehicles after taking 
heroin must wait to hear his 
fate. 

Sentencing of James Stuart 
Dodge, 39, of Felmongers, has 
been adjourned until May 30. 

Dodge pleaded guilty to 
charges of aggravated vehicle 
taking and driving without 
insurance and a licence. 

The court was told he had 
driven the Ford Focus to 
obtain the heroin and then 
parked it to take 0.2 
milligrammes of the drug. 

Then, as he was driving 
home, he fell asleep and 
collided with a Renault Clio, a 
Toyota Yaris, aVauxhall 
Corsa and a Nissan Micra. 
The incident happened on 
March 31 this year. 

Stuart Cooper, representing 
Dodge, said in m itigation his 
client had “relapsed” into 
taking heroin after seven 
months. 


9-year-old cancer 
survivor Aimee to 
start Race for Life

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A NINE-year-old who has beaten 
cancer twice will start Harlow's 
Race for Life on Sunday. 

Plucky Aimee Winter, a pupil at 
Saint Nicholas School in Old 
Harlow, will be pushing the start 
button for the 5k and 10k runs 
where participants will be raising 
money for Cancer Research UK. 
The youngster will then be joining 
her Race for Life team Aimee’s 
Girls to take on the run. 

Aimee’s mother Amanda Winter, 
40, of North Weald, said: “Aimee’s 
Girls raised just over £11,000 last 
year. This year, we’ve set ourselves 
a target of £1,000 and hopefully we 
can beat that. If we could raise 
£5,000 for Cancer Research that 
would be great.” 

Aimee underwent a bone marrow 
transplant last July. After 16 
months off school, she returned to 
the classroom for the first time last 
week for a few hours. 

Amanda added: “Aimee is doing 
well now but we have had a tough 
time. She went into hospital in 
March and underwent total body 
radiation, intense chemotherapy 
and a bone marrow transplant. 

“She was really excited to start 
school again and is getting back to 
full health. Aimee will be starting 
the Harlow Race for Life and her 
friends will be going up with her.” 

The team have around 40 people 
signed up to Race for Life and are 
hoping even more will join the 
Aimee’s Girls ranks. 

“Emma Parr has been organising 
everything again this year, she is 
keeping tracks of numbers and 
making sure everyone has an 
Aimee’s Girl t-shirt. You won’t be 
able to miss us on the day,” Amanda 
said. 

“Obviously not everyone can give 
money, if you cannot donate you

could go and register to give blood 
as donating blood is saving some¬ 
one’s life. That is what Aimee has 
always said. 

“For someone to give half an hour 
of their time to give blood will save 
a life. It is so important.” 

People can still sign up for the 
women-only 5k or 10k events until 


midnight tonight (Thursday). As 
the Star went to press 1,487 women 
had signed up for the 5k race and 
504 people for the 10k event. 

Race for Life organisers are hop¬ 
ing to raise £138,000 from Harlow’s 
events for Cancer Research UK.

The solution to town’s traffic 
problems is down to money 

SIR I read the letter from G. Chase about 
the town’s traffic problems (Star, May 1) 
and found it very informative. 

It would seem the reason the solution has 
not been implemented over the last 20 
years is not a technical one. The proper 
solution, give or take some details, has 
been known for years and the real reason 
is one of who pays? 

Mr Chase has brought into the open the 
fact that the problem was caused by the 
very late change in the routing of the Mil. 
The Whitehall department which made 
that decision, blinded by a saving of £10m, 
has caused all traffic heading to Harlow’s 
commercial areas, and the cross-traffic for 
Stansted and Chelmsford, to wind its way 
through the heart of the town for all these 
years. 

So far it seems that central government, 
as Mr Chase defines it, is unprepared to 
admit the error and face up to the cost of 
the reparations. From what I can see they 
have been playing the accountants’ hirdy- 
girdy by passing the matter to quangos 
who then suggest county councils pay up 
out of some funds given to them for 
another purpose. 

Consequently the county councils are 
wasting time (and money) on any cheap 
solution suggested by an interest group. 
This inevitably won’t solve the problems. 

It is just no good Whitehall saying this all 
happened 40 years ago. Incidentally, you 
can earn a lot of interest on £10m in 40 
years! 

I would join in the clamour for Whitehall 
to pay up and treat Harlow fairly.

It’s no wonder public resort to 
disrupting council meetings 

SIR At last September’s meeting of Harlow 
Council the session had to be adjourned 
due to anger among the public who had 
expected questions to be asked about the 
bedroom tax.

I had 
received a cryptic message left on my 
answerphone from the councillor the 
previous day stating he would ring me 
again. He never did.

Certainly on this occasion they were 
correct and my assurance that the word of 
the council leader could be relied upon, 
was proved to be naive. For this I apologise 
to them.

SUPPORTERS of a Harlow Scout 
group will be taking to the moun¬ 
tains to raise funds to rebuild their 
hut which was destroyed in an arson 
attack three years ago. 

The team of former Scouts and 
leaders of the 7th Harlow troop, pic¬ 
tured right, will be attempting to 
climb the UK’s three highest peaks - 
Ben Nevis, Scafell Pike and Mount 
Snowdon - when they tackle the Ilex 
Three Peak Challenge. 

The group of 10 will be taking on 
the challenge to raise money to help 
rebuild the scout group hut which 
was reduced to ashes in a fire in 2011. 

Scout leader Simon Hepworth, who 
is one of those taking part, said: “I’m 
really excited about doing this chal¬ 
lenge but also apprehensive. 
However, it’s for such a good cause it 



is motivating us to keep going. 

“A few of us have been to the hills to 
train and some of us have been to the 
gym and we are jogging in prepara¬ 
tion for it. 

“I think the sleeping is going to be 
the hardest part as we will have to 


sleep on the bus. By the time we get 
to Snowdon it’s going to be a real 
struggle but we are doing it as a team 
and are going at one pace together.” 

The team also want to celebrate 
and commemorate the life and work 
of former Scout leader Peter Cook, 
who volunteered with 7th Harlow 
Scouts. 

Simon Hepworth, who is also a for¬ 
mer leader of the troop, said: “Peter 
was still involved in Scouting up 
until his death at the age of 70. 

“He meant a lot to us and we would 
like to commemorate him and the 
work he has done for the group. 

“He put so much into Scouting and 
he left a big hole in the hearts of the 
Harlow scouting community. He 
would have loved this challenge.”

Peer suspended 
and ordered to 
pay back £3,300 

FORMER Tory peer Lord 
Hanningfield has been 
ordered to repay £3,300 in 
expenses and suspended 
from the House of Lords for 
more than a year. 

The standards watchdog 
found the former leader of 
Essex County Council had 
breached the code of 
conduct on claiming 
parliamentary allowances. 

It followed allegations in a 
national newspaper that he 
had “clocked on” to claim 
the daily £300 allowance for 
attending the Lords, leaving 
Parliament shortly 
afterwards. 

He has been suspended 
until the start of the next 
Parliament in May 2015. 

An investigation into his 
conduct by the 
parliamentary 
commissioner for standards 
found that on 11 days in 
question when he claimed 
the allowance, Lord 
Hanningfield was on the 
parliamentary ‘estate’ for 
fewer than 40 minutes.

A HARLOW pharmacy has joined a nation¬ 
wide campaign aimed at getting locals to 
stop and think before visiting their GP or 
A&E.

County blocks 
lollipop U-turn 


A MOVE to scrap plans to cut the number of 
school crossing patrols in Essex has been 
blocked. 

A motion was put before cash-strapped Essex 
County Council on Tuesday urging members 
to abandon proposals to withdraw funding for 
lollipop men and women where there are zebra 
or pelican crossings. 

In Harlow, patrols at Potter Street Academy 
and William Martin Primary School are at risk. 

Liberal Democrat councillors David Kendall 
and Theresa Higgins, who represent Brent¬ 
wood and Colchester, called for the authority 
to recognise “that the safety of children walk¬ 
ing to school is paramount” and that funding 
should continue “in the interests of children’s 
safety”. 

The motion, which had cross party support, 
was defeated by just nine votes, with 31 mem¬ 
bers for and 40 against. 

Labour county councillor Karen Clempner, 
who represents the Harlow West division, said: 
“On issues that really matter to Harlow resi¬ 
dents, like repairing potholes, keeping the 
street lights on, and keeping our remaining 
school crossing patrols, the Tory-controlled 
county council have their heads in the sand.” 

Patrols are not a legal requirement for 
authorities and initially 55 school crossing 
patrols in Essex will be affected. But County 
Hall also plans to negotiate a “more equitable 
funding arrangement” with all 203 schools 
where it provides a crossing patrol service in

the autumn. 

Councillor Rodney Bass (Con), cabinet mem¬ 
ber for highways and transportation, said they 
had a “large response” to the public consulta¬ 
tion on the plans including some “constructive 
suggestions”. 

He said: “I am grateful to everyone who took 
the time to respond. We entered a conversa¬ 
tion with schools and the public because we 
were interested in their views. We are cur¬ 
rently analysing them before taking any deci¬ 
sion.” 

A county council spokesman said all affected 
headteachers were invited to discuss the pro¬ 
posal at two meetings. Six attended and two 
schools have contacted the project team 
directly to indicate they would be prepared to 
buy back their lollipop man or woman at a cost 
of £5,860. 

Potter Street lollipop lady Jane Chivrall and 
Harlow MP Robert Halfon have been spear¬ 
heading a campaign to scrap the plans and have 
collected hundreds of signatures. 

The county council is undergoing a spending 
review to cope with a central government fund¬ 
ing shortfall, the impact of inflation and increas¬ 
ing demand for services. 

Council chiefs admit the task of saving £235m 
by 2016-17 will require “tough decisions” and 
that all areas of expenditure are under scrutiny.

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Coroner rules hanging tragedy was an accident 


A YOUNG woman who was 
found hanged at her home in 
Harlow may not have intend¬ 
ed to take her own life, a coro¬ 
ner has ruled. 

The body of Amy Smart, 25, 
was discovered hanging from 
a door in the flat at Jocelyns by 
her father who had been con¬ 
cerned about her, an inquest 
at Chelmsford was told on 
Thursday. 

Coroner Eleanor McGann 
said post mortem tests 
revealed Ms Smart had both 
cocaine and alcohol in her 
system when she died. 


Recording a verdict of acci¬ 
dental death, the coroner said 
Ms Smart could have been 
temporarily depressed when 
she put a dressing gown cord 
round her neck and may have 
expected to be found by her 
partner, Lee Jenkins, who was 
asleep in the flat. 

Pathologist Dr Nathaniel 
Carey said the cause of death 
was compression of the neck 
consistent with hanging. 

The hearing was told Ms 
Smart had earlier handed her 
two daughters over to their 
father - her former partner 


Justin Masters - for the week¬ 
end and had been told that he 
would be introducing them to 
his new girlfriend. 

Detective Inspector Marina 
Ericson said Ms Smart had a 
volatile ‘couldn’t live with him 
and couldn’t live without him’ 
relationship with Mr Masters. 

“He was the father of her two 
children and he was going to 
introduce them to his new 
partner,” said DI Ericson. 
“There was anxiety but there 
was no further information 
about her state of mind at the 
time.” 


School heads set 
out manifesto for 
education reform 


THE headteacher of a Harlow school is among 
a group of 11 influential heads from across 
the country who have drawn up an education 
manifesto which has been sent to all the lead¬ 
ing political parties. 

Vic Goddard, head of Passmores Academy, is 
a member of The Headteachers’ Roundtable 
which, frustrated by Government policy, has 
drawn up the wish-list for politicians ahead of 
next year’s General Election. 

The think tank’s goal is to provide a vehicle 
for teachers to influence national education 
policy makers and ensure future policy is cen¬ 
tred on what is best for the children. 

Among the 10 wishes in its manifesto titled A 
Great Education For All are more training for 
teachers, better educational support for 
parents of babies and toddlers, and 
financial help for schools finding it 
hard to recruit excellent teachers. 

Also included are the setting up of a 
National Baccalaureate to cover all lev¬ 
els of ability, a plan for all students to 
study mathematics and English up to 
the age of 18 rather than 16 and a reform 
of Ofsted, the watchdog that 
inspects and rates the quality of 
schools and their teaching. 

The core group of heads met 
through social networking 
site Twitter and formed the 
think-tank to explore poli¬ 
cy issues from a range of 
perspectives. 

Mr Goddard, who rose 
to national prominence 
after Passmores was fea¬ 
tured on the Channel 4 fly- 
on-the wall documentary 
series Educating Essex in 
2011, said: “We come from 
all over the country and first 
met 18 months ago to talk 
about where education is 
going with the Government,and 
our frustrations that things did

not make sense from a professional view¬ 
point.” 

The Headteachers’ Roundtable created a 
twitter account (@HeadsRoundtable) which 
gained more than 10,000 followers in two days. 
The group has also held conferences all over 
the country. 

“We thought we should try to engage poiltical 
leaders on our views,” said Mr Goddard. “We 
have met with [education secretary] Michael 
Gove on two occasions. He is listening and he 
recognises that there is a different perspective. 

“The secretaries of states are interested out¬ 
siders. We are trying to get the voice of the 
professional out there and heard so we 
can change something.” 

One of the group’s manifesto aims - of 
recruiting excellent teachers - is espe¬ 
cially important to Mr Goddard who 
said he believed in giving highly quali¬ 
fied teachers the opportunity for on¬ 
going training when working in a 
school. 

He said: “There is no sub¬ 
stitute for great teaching. If 
your teaching is not good 
enough then kids will 
not have a good experi¬ 
ence at school and will 
not be engaged. 
“Unqualified 
teachers are a prob¬ 
lem in that you 
would not visit a 
brain surgeon who 
does not have the 
right qualifications so 
why would you do that 
with a child’s education? 

“We want to make sure a 
child has the best opportu¬ 
nity and the lottery of your 
birth should not impact on 
the quality of your educa¬ 
tion.”

Can you solve the mystery of 
the note hidden in a bridge?

Ruth’s address was 
Tithelands, Harlow. 

Mrs Dudley said: “Clearly this 
note was placed into the niche on 
purpose for someone to find and 
it’s a mystery which has provoked 


our interest. I would love to hear 
their story and return the note to 
any living relative to make a beau¬ 
tiful ending to the tale.” 

The Nyali bridge was orginally a 
floating pontoon bridge, built in 
1931 to link Mombasa island to the 
Kenyan mainland. In 1980 the 
bridge was superseded by a 
replacement bridge and was dis¬ 
mantled for scrap. 

In her letter to the Star, Mrs 
Dudley asks: “When did they place 
this note there and what were 
these women doing there? Was it 
perhaps a holiday trip or were they 
even in the forces and guarding 
the bridge?”

“Each day’s schedule is planned the night before. We review who is 
due in for surgery & treatment and the nurses plan routine activities, 
which include deep cleans, stock checks and client call backs. 

At the end of the day we have no overnight patients, the surgery is 
spotless and organised. We are however on call... 

At 9am the following morning we open our doors and the plan from 
yesterday has been revised a number of times. The vet on call was 
called out at 8.30pm to a large dog with 'bloat' a stomach condition 
requiring fast, difficult surgical correction. The surgery took four hours 
from first presentation to the point when the vet was able to leave 
the recovery in the nurses capable hands. 

At 2am there was a call from a client 
who had had ‘one too many'... he 
wanted to be sure the fox he had 
seen in his garden hours before had 
gotten home safely! Another call at 
6.30am meant the vet had four or 
five hours sleep! He was due to start 
consulting at 9am! 

The day’s surgeries have been 
admitted, but not started due to 
the nurses concentrating on last 
night’s emergency patient. The first 
appointment of the day brings a 
rabbit with fly strike, another patient 
needing urgent care. 

10.30am brings a puppy with a 
fractured leg after being accidentally 
stepped on. Thankfully the puppy 
is insured so the owners don’t have 
financial worries on top of their concern 
for their beloved pet. Scheduled 
appointments have to be juggled. 

Midday brings sad news - last nights’ 
emergency surgery patient passes 
away. This patient had a slim chance 
of survival, but losing her brings the 
entire team down and the vet who 
performed the surgery breaks the news 
to the owners - it is extremely sad for all 
concerned. 

The afternoon produces no further 
emergencies and consults are back to 
running on time and surgery finishes in 
theatre as predicted. 

After a rather downbeat morning we are all 
glad to see a lovely litter of puppies in for a 
health check (lots of cuddles!) and a dog 
who has achieved his weight loss target! 

Three cheers for him and his family! 

Phew, now it’s time for a cup of tea and to 
planfor tomorrow. You never know, we may 
get tosee another skunk in the surgery again!”

THREE youth organisations 
from Harlow walked away with 
thousands of pounds after win¬ 
ning a Dragon’s Den- style com¬ 
petition run by the Jack Petchey 
Foundation. 

Teams of young people aged 
11-25 from Harlow and Basildon 
were invited to apply for the 
Face The Challenge competi¬ 
tion to bid for funding to run a 
project or programme not cur¬ 
rently available in their com¬ 
munities. 

All the applications were scru¬ 
tinised by staff from the Jack 
Petchey Foundation and a 
shortlist of finalists were invited 
to attend a training boot camp 
where they received public 
speaking trainings in prepara¬ 
tion for the final presentations. 

The five teams taking part in 
Thursday’s final at Harlow 
Study Centre were inclusive 
performing arts group Razed 
Roof, 1st Kingsmoor Scouts and 
Phoenix Theatre School from 
Harlow and Maru Karate Kai 
and Basildon Youth Council 
from Basildon. 

During the final they were 
required to present a seven- 


minute pitch of their ideas to a 
panel of judges including Star 
editor Ken Morley, Basildon 
Echo chief reporter Caroline 
Tilley and Jack Petchey Found¬ 
ation chief executive Trudy 
Kilcullen. 

Razed Roof was granted £1,600 
for its ‘Love the Planet’ project 
which uses theatrical opportu¬ 
nities to highlight environmen¬ 
tal issues. 

The team will conduct work¬ 
shops in a number of schools 
throughout Essex to raise aware¬ 
ness about climate change 
through the medium of drama. 

1st Kingsmoor Scouts were 
awarded £2,000 which they will 
use to purchase the equipment 
they need to develop their infor¬ 
mation technology skills and 
undertake their photography 
and technology badges. 

Members of Phoenix Theatre 
School, whose theatrical pitch 
earned them the ‘best presenta¬ 


tion’ award, also received £2,000 
for the Phoenix Youth Repertory 
Company. 

The project is being run by 
teenagers with the intention of 
making theatre available to 
more young people through a 
range of workshops and up to 
four performances a year. 

As well as gaining funding, the 
groups will also receive guid¬ 
ance from the Jack Petchey 
Foundation on how best to run 
their projects from the Jack 
Petchey Foundation. 

Afterwards Ms Kilcullen said, 
“I was really impressed with the 
confidence of the presenters 
and the way the young people 
conducted themselves and 
answered questions in what was 
a challenging competition. 

“We are delighted to support 
these groups on their various 
projects, and look forward to 
following their progress over 
the coming months.”

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More expert 
medics sent 
to incidents 

THE number of serious 
incidents attended by 
expert medics has risen by 
nearly 1,000 during the 
past year. 

Figures released by the 
East of England 
Ambulance Service - 
which covers Essex,

“These teams have 
increased their 
availability and we’re 
monitoring incidents 24/7 
to treat more patients 
than ever.”

Check to see if you are entitled 
to a spare room subsidy refund 


IN last month’s column we set out 
some of the basic rules 
surrounding the spare room 
subsidy or ‘bedroom tax’. This 
month we concentrate on a 
loophole in the regulations. 

The loophole applies to people 
who have been claiming housing 
benefit continuously for the same 
home since lanuary 1,1996. 

Although the loophole has now 
been closed, there are some 
tenants who may be due a refund 
for the period from the start of the 
spare room subsidy (April 2013) 
until the loophole was closed 
(March 2014). You would have 
been covered by the bedroom tax 
loophole if: 

• you have been continuously 
claiming housing benefit from on 
or before lanuary 1,1996 and 

• you have been living in the 
same home since that date (see 
exceptions below). 

You are also covered by the 
bedroom tax loophole if: 

• you had a short break in your 
claim. Some breaks in entitlement 
to housing benefit don’t count. 

You can be treated as being 
continuously entitled to housing 
benefit if you stopped claiming for 
any periods of four weeks or less 
or you or your partner were on a 
welfare to work scheme and 
stopped claiming for up to 52 
weeks.

• you moved home. You could 
still have been covered by the 
loophole if you had to move 
because your home was badly 
damaged by fire, flood, explosion 
or natural disaster. 

• someone died. The loophole 
could have applied to you if you 
took over claiming housing benefit 
from someone who died. Your 
partner, relative or family member 
must have claimed housing 
benefit from lanuary 1,1996 or 
earlier and continued to claim 
until their death. You must have 
been living together in the same 
home when they died and you 
must have claimed for housing 
benefit within four weeks of the 
death. 

• your partner left home. If you 
split from your partner who was 
claiming housing benefit from 
lanuary 1,1996 or earlier and you 
claimed housing benefit for the 
same home within four weeks of 
their departure, the bedroom tax 
loophole could apply. 

Local authorities should be 
checking their records to identify 
those affected. If you think the 
loophole may apply to you and you 
haven’t received a refund, you 
should contact the housing benefit 
office.

DEEP in a jungle in southern 
India scientists have found 14 
new species of what they call 
‘dancing’ frogs. 

The frogs get their nickname 
from the unusual kicks the 
males make in breeding 
season. 

However, the scientists 
have warned that 80 per cent 
of the frogs from the newly 


discovered species live 
outside protected areas and 
that their habitats are being 
depleted. 

The findings come after 12 
years of research in the 
forests. 

“It’s quite an unexpected 
discovery of a large number of 
species,” lead scientist 
Sathyabhama Das Biju told 


reporters. 

“The uniqueness of these 
new species is what we can 
scientifically call ‘foot 
flagging’ behaviour to attract 
the female at the time of the 
breeding season,” he said. 

The “foot flagging” consists 
of the male stretching, 
extending and whipping their 
legs to the side.

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Debunking the 
garden myths 


IF you think ivy kills trees, watering scorches leaves 
and digging is always needed to control weeds, think 
again. The Royal Horticultural Society is putting the 
record straight on a number of old wives' tales which 
have worked their way into the gardening psyche. 

This week Guy Barter, RHS chief horticultural 
adviser, busts open some of the most famous myths. 
Myth: Ivy kills trees 

Guy says: "Ivy is thought to seldom kill trees of itself, 
but the presence of ivy indicates the very strong 
suspicion of root disease especially honey fungus 
doing serious harm to the host and allowing the ivy 
to flourish under the diminished canopy." 

Myth: Wild flowers are easy 
Guy says: "Gardens are often just too rich and 
fertile for wild flowers so that the desirable flowers 
fade away and rampant grasses take over. Mixes of 
annual flowers that resemble wild flowers on the 
other hand are easy and highly beneficial to many 
insects and a wiser choice for fertile gardens. 

Myth: Water drops on leaves cause burning from the 
sun’s rays 

Guy says: "To focus sunlight, a water droplet needs 
to be above the leaf, and this can very occasionally 
happen with hairy-leaved plants (French beans 
for example) but in almost all cases scorching is 
not caused by wet leaves. Spraying leaves with 
pesticides or liquid fertiliser in sunny conditions can 
cause harm, however, as the water evaporates and 
the chemicals become concentrated, so can harm 
foliage." 

Myth: Ground cover plants save work 

Guy says: "Depending on the type of plant you use, 
ground cover plants can soon become so thick that 
laborious pruning and thinning is required. Sooner or 
later perennial weeds set up camp in ground cover 
and have to be winkled-out by hand as weedkillers 
and hoes cannot be used. Around trees and shrubs

ground cover acts as a particularly pernicious 'weed' 
unless carefully controlled." 

Myth: You must dig to control weeds 
Guy says: "The main reason for digging weeds is 
control, as burial of weeds is highly effective. But 
if weeds are controlled by other means such as 
mulches, herbicides or shallow hoeing, digging can 
be dispensed with. The only fly in this ointment is 
that sometimes weed control by other means can 
take longer and be harder work than digging, so it is 
not necessarily true for every site." 

Myth: Raised beds are best for growing crops 
Guy says: "Raised beds are a great idea for ill- 
drained clay soils in wet regions where they enhance 
drainage and make avoidance of compacting wet soil 
by trampling easier. But on other soils they enhance 
drainage to the point of drought (greatly increasing 
drought susceptibility) and impede flexibility in 
cropping as sprawling plants are hard to include in 
a strict defined bed. Therefore gardeners may do a 
lot of hard work at considerable expense for fewer 
crops." 

Myth: Moss is always a nuisance in gardens 

Guy says: "Moss is a sign that the soil is moist 
for prolonged periods. This happens when the 
soil is compacted, acidic or shaded. Moss has no 
roots and therefore cannot compete significantly 
with plant roots. In beds and borders it is a useful 
cover suppressing weed germination and limiting 
water loss. In lawns moss can indicate areas where 
perhaps grass should not be grown, under shade 
for example, where alternative plantings might be 
required. As moss cannot withstand treading, the 
presence of moss in lawns can indicate a lack of 
traffic and suggest that as access is not required then 
alternatives to lawns can be sought."

STEVEN Spielberg's box office behemoth Jurassic 
Park, in which geneticists arrogantly believe 
they can tame Mother Nature with cutting-edge 
science, provides the guiding light for Gareth 
Edwards's bombastic resurrection of cinema's 
iconic reptile. 

The Warwickshire-born director harks back 
to Ishiro Honda's groundbreaking 1954 film 
which reflected Japanese society's fears in the 
aftermath of the atomic bombings of Hiroshima 
and Nagasaki. 

The 355-feet tall creature boasts familiar dorsal 
fins, lumbering gait and fiery radioactive breath 
and is securely tethered to timely concerns about 
the environmental consequences of nuclear 
power. 

After a mine in the Philippine jungle collapses 
and exposes the remains of two seemingly 
fossilised and highly radioactive creatures, one of 
the monsters hatches and runs amok. Despite the 


best efforts of Dr Ishiro Serizawa (Ken Watanabe) 
and his colleague Dr Vivienne Graham (Sally 
Hawkins), its mate also escapes confinement. 

US Navy admiral William Stenz (David 
Strathairn) co-ordinates the response and sends 
his men into battle, including Lieutenant Ford 
Brody (Aaron Taylor-Johnson) whose parents 
(Bryan Cranston and Juliette Binoche) worked 
at the Janjira nuclear plant where one creature 
began its rampage. 

Meanwhile, back in San Francisco Ford's wife 
Elle (Elizabeth Olsen) prepares to evacuate with 
their four-year-old son Sam (Carson Bolde). 

When military might fails to halt the 
devastation and hope dims, alpha predator 
Godzilla emerges from the deep. 

Edwards's picture opens with a helicopter 
ride that could have been airlifted from Jurassic 
Park and continues with the Spielbergean nods 
including theme park ride-style action sequences 
and children in peril. 

Godzilla is a technically accomplished hunk of 
large-scale monster-mashing. You can see every 


cent of the rumoured $160m budget and the 
director makes good use of the 3D format by 
reflecting carnage in mirrors and glass. 

Chilling images of Cranston and Taylor-Johnson 
entering a Japanese quarantine zone and a tender 
moment between the two MUTOs (massive 
unidentified terrestrial organisms) explicitly 
reference Edwards's low budget debut, Monsters. 

Human emotions are much harder to unearth. 
Taylor-Johnson is a bland all-American hero, 
heavyweights Cranston and Binoche don't have 
sufficient screen time to deliver the wallop we 
crave and Watanabe is reduced to philosophising 
about human failings 

But it's all about the fighting monsters and fight 
they do, reducing the Pacific coast to rubble in a 
titanic tussle of computer-generated sound and 
fury that should take a large bite out of the UK 
box office.

LIKE Agatha Christie before her, 
Patricia Highsmith repeatedly 
challenged the moral compass of her 
readers with disturbing psychological 
thrillers that nudged her characters to 
the brink of madness. 

The Two Faces Of January opens 
at the Acropolis where American 
businessman Chester MacFarland 
(Viggo Mortensen) and younger wife 
Colette (Kirsten Dunst) cut elegant 
figures on the steps of the citadel. 

Greek-speaking guide Rydal (Oscar 
Isaac), who scams unsuspecting 
tourists out of hard-earned drachmas, 
is drawn to the glamorous couple and 
he gladly accepts their invitation to 
dinner. 

As he makes his way home at the 
end of the night, Rydal discovers 
Colette has mislaid a possession 
on the back seat of the taxi so he 
asks the driver to make a detour to 
the MacFarlands' exclusive hotel. 
Unexpectedly, Rydal walks in on 
Chester moving the seemingly 
unconscious body of a man (David 
Warshofsky) into another room. 


The businessman explains that he 
was protecting his wife. Blinded by 
his infatuation with Colette, Rydal 
pledges his help and suggests a 
means to obtain fake passports and 
escape the country, but as the trio 
head for the coast,the police give 
chase. 

Shot on location in Greece and 
Turkey, The Two Faces Of January 
nods appreciatively to both Highsmith 
and Hitchcock, ratcheting up tension 
as the two men trade verbal blows 
in order to secure Colette's divided 
affections. 

Mortensen and Isaac relish these 
fractious exchanges, creating a 
twisted father-son dynamic with 
Oedipal yearnings for Dunst's 
third wheel. Her role feels slightly 
undernourished but she's pivotal to 
the on-screen chicanery and the film's 
centrepiece sequence in subterranean 
gloom. 

Because it's under the comforting 
cloak of darkness that men's ugly, 
true natures are revealed.

Audi's hdl buicn

W HAT’S new? More than you 
might think. Yes, it’s still 
clearly an Audi Al, but as well as 
the pumped-up exterior there are 
significant changes under the 
skin. 

The most important is the new 
2.0-litre turbocharged petrol 
engine, already seen in the S3 
saloon and hatchback. 

There’s a six-speed manual 
gearbox to go with it, plus the all- 
important four-wheel drive 
system. The rear suspension has 
also been swapped for a more 
sophisticated four-link 
arrangement for better handling. 

The standard Al is already one 
of Audi’s best-looking cars, and 
the SI goes a step further. 

The strong colour palette means 
you need to be sure of what you 
like, but it’s small and tough¬ 
looking which is an endearing 
combination. 

The optional Quattro styling 
package adds bigger wheels, a 
black rear panel and discreet 
Quattro badges on the flanks. 





The SI is unquestionably a small 
car but you might be surprised 
what you can squeeze into it. 

Up front, the slimline dashboard 
helps the feeling of space, while in 
the rear it is snug but you can 
insert adults in there without 
causing upset. 

The boot is good for the class, 
too, although there is slightly less 
space than the standard Al 
because of the four-wheel drive 
hardware. 

Oddment space is pretty good 


for a small car, and obviously if 
you choose the five-door 
Sportback version over the three- 
door getting into the back is 
significantly easier. 

Fun is clearly on the agenda 
with the SI, and it doesn’t 
disappoint. 

It has the Audi Drive Select 
system, which allows you to 
change the power steering, 
throttle response and suspension 
between settings depending on 
your mood. 


In Efficient or Comfort modes 
the SI is civilised and 
comfortable, the engine hinting at 
its potential but remaining 
relatively quiet. 

Conversely, when you switch it 
into Sport mode, it all gets much 
more lively. 

There’s a pleasing pop and 
crackle from the exhaust, the 
steering has a little extra weight 
and the suspension firms up 
noticeably. 

In truth you’ll want to save that 


for fairly smooth roads, but the SI 
is a complete hoot, feels 
indecently rapid and handles with 
real verve. 

The three-door version starts at 
£24,900 while the five-door 
Sportback is £25,630. 

For that you get 17-inch alloy 
wheels, electronic damping as a 
part of the Drive Select system 
and ‘xenon plus’ headlights with 
LEDs at the rear. 

As always it’s the tempting 
options list that can push the 
price up. Grown-ups wanting a 
small hot hatch with more quality 
than the norm will love the SI. 

There are rivals from more 
mainstream manufacturers that 
may come relatively close in 
terms of the fun factor, but the 
Si’s outright speed is hard to beat. 

Add to that the high quality 
cabin and the premium feel and 
the £25k price tag is certainly 
acceptable. 

Older folk who want something 
small and smart might be 
tempted too, although sensitive 
backsides may find the ride a little 
firm.

Athletes show Will power 
in away day home opener 



ANOTHER year, another ‘home’ 
match at the Lee Valley Athletic 
Centre in North London for Harlow 
Athletic Club. 

Due to the deterioration of the track 
and other factors, the club is still una¬ 
ble to hold home Southern Athletics 
Men’s League meetings at its base at 
Mark Hall Sportscentre in London 
Road.

The stand out performances were 
from the two Wills. 

Will Marklew (U-17) was competing 
for the men’s team for the first time 
and also throwing the full weight 
javelin in competition for the first 
time. 

He achieved a throw of 49.91 metres 
to win the A string event and this 
ranks him 66th in the senior men’s 
javelin, a superb achievement for a 
15-year-old. 

He also gained second place in the B 
string high jump with a leap of 1.66m. 
This was despite forgoing his later 
jumps to concentrate on the javelin 
competition. 

He previously jumped 1.83m at 
Chelmsford on April 19. 

Marklew is ranked number one in 
the country in the U-17 octathlon. 

This was after his score of 4,305 
points at the Essex Counties Multi 
Events Championships. 

Will Snook (U-20) smashed his per¬ 
sonal best (PB) in the 400m. He 
clocked 49.91s to go under 50 seconds 
for the first time ever. 

This ranks Snook 23rd in the UK 
U-20 rankings. 

Other PBs on the day came from 
Dylan Ellis (U-17) in the B 100m with 


11.28s for first place. This ranks him 
32nd in the U-17 UK rankings. 

A further PB in the 100m (non-scor¬ 
ing) went to Ashley Rich with a time of 
12.44s. 

Rich also ran the B 800m in 2 min¬ 
utes, 38.5s for fourth spot, despite 
suffering a bout of nausea. 

Daniel Jephcott (U-20) ran the 
5,000m as a non-scorer with a PB of 
18:22.51. In the 3,000m steeplechase 
he clocked 13:16.96 (PB). 

Jephcott also ran the B 1,500m in a 
PB of 5:16.52 (5th). 

Harry Woodall competed in the B 
200m, equalling his PB of 24.25 (4th). 

In the senior men, Glen Paxman 
achieved PBs in both the A string pole 
vault with 3.00m (3rd) and A 400m 
hurdles with 61.89s (3rd). 

Dave Bauer won the A string discus 
with a throw of 38.77m, ranking him 
fourth in the M45 age group rankings. 

He was second in the A string shot 
put with 11.14m, not only ranking him 
13th but also breaking the M45 HAC 
record. 

In the A string hammer, a throw of 


36.56m gave him fourth place and 
ranks him 13th. 

Wins also went to Glen Paxman in 
the B string long jump with a leap of 
5.91m, and Joe Bailey (U-17) in the B 
string triple jump with 10.64m.

(IJF) World Tour gold medallist 
Pitman, a member at Stebbing 
based West Essex Judo Club, will 
compete in the U-63kg category. 

She said: “The atmosphere is 
going to be electric. I’m really 
looking forward to competing for 
Team England. I’m really patriot¬ 
ic.” 

Pitman has enjoyed a great 2014 
so far and secured victory in the 
Rijeka Grand Prix in Croatia and 
the Miami Grand Prix earlier last 
year. 

She is the partner of Thomas 
Cousins, who is the twin brother 
of former Great Britain judo star 
Peter Cousins, also of Harlow. 

Peter represented GB at Beijing 
but has now retired from interna¬ 
tional judo. 

Pitman was expected to be in 
the GB team for the London 2012 
Games but narrowly missed out. 

She has previously won a gold 
medal in the 2013 British 
Championships; was seventh in 


the 2009 World Championships; 
claimed bronze in the 2009 Super 
World Cup in Moscow; and won 
gold in the 2009 GB World Cup. 

Team England Chef de Mission 
Jan Paterson believes the squad’s 
talent makes up for its lack of 
Commonwealth Games experi¬ 
ence. 

He said: “I am delighted to wel¬ 
come such a talented squad to 
Team England. It is very unusual 
to have an entire squad of debu¬ 
tants, but this is the first time 
judo has been in the Games since 


Manchester 2002. 

“We have a number of 
Olympians in the squad, includ¬ 
ing London 2012 silver medallist 
Gemma Gibbons and English 
judo has an incredible record at 
the Commonwealth Games, top¬ 
ping the medal table every time 
they’ve performed. We’ll be up 
against some tough competition 
in Glasgow but we will see some 
high quality performances from 
this squad.” 

Judo Team Leader Matt Divall 
said: “I feel we have selected a 


strong judo team to represent 
Team England in Glasgow. 

“Judo isn’t represented in every 
Commonwealth Games, but 
when it has been, England has a 
proud tradition of doing well and 
I look forward to these athletes 
continuing that in Glasgow. The 
team is a mix of youth and experi¬ 
ence with some players having 
previously competed at Olympic 
Games. 

“I’m really looking forward to 
the competition and the whole 
Games experience.” 


Steel chosen as UK representative for NBA Rome camp 


JOSH Steel has been chosen as one of the two 
UK representatives for this year’s prestigious 
Basketball Without Borders Europe camp. 

This year, the 13th edition of Basketball 
without Borders Europe, will be held in the 
Italian capital Rome from June 2-5. 

The camp is the NBA and FIBA’s global 
basketball development programme. 

It is invite only and features the most talented 
players in Europe born in 1997 or later. Steel 
will receive top-level instruction on-court and 
participate in daily life-skills seminars. 

Steel, of The Hoo in Harlow, is an England 
U-18s player and a Barking Abbey guard. 

The call-up continues Steel’s phenomenal 
progress - he was selected for the Jordan 


Brand Classic International game last year and 
for the England U-16s team at the division B 
Europeans last summer. 

The teenager is currently in Germany 
competing with England at the Albert 
Schweitzer tournament. 

Meanwhile, Steel was a key player as his 
Barking Abbey side were crowned the 2014 
EABL National Champions, beating SGS College 
76-74 in the final in front of 500 people at UEL 
Sports Dock on Saturday. 

It was a fitting end to the season as the two 
best teams in the league battled down to the 
wire, with Steel hitting two crucial back to 
back three-pointers in the final minutes of the 
game to help take the club’s inaugural U-19 


championship. 

“He hit some clutch shots,” said BA head 
coach Frank Holloway. “Those two threes he 
nailed, they were huge, it was intense. I’m glad 
he made them, he’s a hell of a player and he 
deserves to be the MVP.” 

Steel said: “It’s taken us three years since 
I’ve been playing in this league, and I’m just so 
happy to finally win it.” 

He finished with 20 points, six rebounds and 
five assists. “We’ve never won this league 
before so for us to win it as this group feels so 
special. SGS were very worthy opponents. I 
didn’t expect for them to be as tough as they 
were, they kept coming back and just wouldn’t 
go away,” he added.
